Survey On 
Addicts Is 
18,000

WASHINGTON

house*to4iouse survey of a 40* 
block area of Harlem turned up 
18,000 hard drug addicts mclud* 
ing 2,000 children between the 
ages of seven and 15, Congress 
has been told, 


And 90 per cent of those chil- 


dren lived by themselves. 


the result of the survey was 


supplied to a House Appropria- 
tions subcommittee last April 
by Dr. Stanley F, Yolles, then 
director of the National Institute 
of Mental Health. 


Dr. Yolles, in the closed-door 


testimony made public today, 
said that "In the area of hard 
narcotics and especially heroin 
addiction, I believe the commit- 
tee would be interested to know 
that a brief survey was done in 
Harlem, a house-to-house sur- 
vey of tenants in a 40-block 
area. 


"The results of that survey 


showed that there were 22,000 
adults, some 30,000 children, 
and some G,000 individuals who 
lived in streets and alleys in this 
40-block area. 


"Of that number, there were 


10,000 addicted adults, 0,000 chil- 
dren between the ages of 16 and 
21 who were addicted and 2,000 
children between the ages of 
seven and 15 who were addict- 
ed. 


"Of the 2,000 children, aged 


seven to 15, 90 per cent lived by 
themselves without the presence 
of an adult in their immediate 
environment. Tills is what we 
are dealing with in the United 
States." 


Dr. Yolles, who has since re- 


signed, 
said 
it is estimated 


there now are between 100,000 
and 150,000 hard narcotics ad- 
dicts in the nation. 


"I think we are all aware of 


the epidemic, if you will call it 
that, of drug abuse and hard 
narcotics usage in New York 
City," he said. "We are ap- 
proaching the rate of three 
deaths per day from overdose of 
narcotics in New York City."

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


congressman charges the gov- 
ernment is "buckling under to 
pressures of nursing home lob- 
byists" by failing to insist on 
adequate care for the elderly. 


Rep. David Pryor, D-Ark., a 


sharp critic of nursing homes 
who went inside them to work 
as a weekend aide earlier this 
year, 
peppered 
his 
House 


speech Wednesday with exam- 
ples of patient neglect. 


Pryor blasted a Department 


of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare decision to drop its federal 
standards for intermediate care 
facilities. We said aged patients 
were being made victims of 
"power politics ancj an apathet- 
ic bjureaueraey." 


tiowever, Welfare Adminis- 


tration John D. Twiname said 
the change this week is meant 
only to give states more flexibil- 
ity in setting their own stand- 
ards and will not result in any 
reduction in the quality of care. 


The 35-year-old congressman, 


who is pushing legislation for a 
House probe of nursing homes, 
cited letters from patients' rela- 
tives that included these cases: 


1. In Elizabethton, Tenn., a 


woman 
whose husband 
was 


moved from a hospital to a 
nursing home found him tied 
with blankets to a wet bed and 
dying. 


Pryor said no help came for 


15 minutes when the wife rang 
the bedside buzzer. When she 
asked the nurse to call a doctor, 
no one came. The wife had the 
husband taken by ambulance to 
a hospital, where he was pro- 
nounced dead. 


2. In Uurens, N.Y., a daugh- 


ter found her aged mother un- 
conscious. The nurse told her, 
"You 
know your mother is very 


ill and doesn't have long to live 
—we can't call the doctor over 
every little thing." 


When the daughter called a 


doctor herself, he found the pa- 
tient suffering from an extreme 
case of insulin shock, Pryor 
said, as a result of a failure to 
adjust the dosages of medicine 
properly. 


3. In Swanton, Ohio, another 


woman who found her mother 
becoming fuzzy-minded and not 
eating discovered that she and 
other patients were "being kept 
under the influence of sedatives 
and drugs so the help would not 
be bothered." 


1 In Hot Springs, Ark,, a die- 


titian in a nursing home said the 
trays were washed by a patient 
with tuberculosis, and a contain- 
er with excrement from soiled 
diapers 
was 
left 
uncovered, 


swarming with flies, just out- 
side the kitchen. 


5. In Dallas, Tex., a nurse 


told Pryor food was skimpy and 
drug prices were doubled at one 
modern home, but the facility 
always passed medicare check- 
ups because it was told in ad- 
vance when government inspec- 
tors were coming.

Q—What is done during a 


major operation to keep the 
patient 
from 
bleeding 
to

A—In operations on 
the 


heart the body temperature 
is lowered and the blood is 
sent through a mechanical 
pump (artificial heart) thus 
by-passing the ailing organ. 


In all operations, starting 


with cutting through the skin, 
each small bleeding vessel is 
clamped, then tied. Larger 
vessels are clamped and tied 
before they are cut. 


Q—During 
an 
operation 


my heart stopped beating for 
a few minutes. What could 
have caused this? What per- 
tinent information should I 
have 
put on my 
medical 


identification bracelet? 


A—Cardiac arrest is al- 


ways an unexpected surgical 
emergency because, if it per- 
sists for more than four min- 
utes, the chance of reviving 
the heart is poor. It may be 
caused by a reaction to the 
anesthetic used, stimulation 
oi the vagus nerve or insuf- 
ficient oxygen in the lungs. 
This occurs in less than one 
operation in 6,000 and is not 
likely to happen to you again 
but you may want the words 
"cardiac arrest" on the wal- 
let card to which your brace- 
let alerts medical attendants. 


Q—-What method is used 


to remove stretch marks? 


A—If the stretch murks or 


striae are in an exposed area 
they can be removed only by 
skin grafting but most per- 
sons prefer to live with them. 


Q—I plan to have my skin 


planed to remove some un- 
sightly acne scars. I hear 
they freeze the skin then use 
a rotating wire brush to re- 
move 
the 
outer layers of 


skin. Isn't this very painful'' 
How successful is this op- 
eration? 


A—Freezing the skin acts 


as an anesthetic but some 
persons are much more sen- 
sitive to pain than others 
Ihis procedure requires a 
great deal of skill on the part
